Should you discover .poi- 
son ivy in your yard, NEVER 
attempt to burn it out. 
Smoke can carry this weed's 
poison for considerable dis- 
tances and could cause ser- 
ious trouble. Instead, use 
brush killer compounds made 
for this purpose; . or dig it 
out, wrap it carefully and 
place it in a disposal con- 
tainer-' 

If you should; have the 
misfortune to. come in con- 
tact with poison ivy, wash 
the affected area five or six 
times immediately, witl^plcn- 
ty of warm water .and soap. 
If a rash appears consult your 
doctor. Although pobon ivy 
won't spread and isn't con- 
tagious, it can lead to serious 
complications — particularly 
in young children. ,
